PERMANENT PEACE ONLY WAY. 

In its pi eaent form the peace reply 
is about the same length aa the note 
tu the central powers, and has the 
same characteristics of general and 
guarded language. One of the most 
important points is a differentiation 
between peace among the present 
belligerents and su( h future arrange- 
menta aa may be made for permanent 
peace, tha pnrpoia being to ahow 
neutral upholders of a future perma- 
nent peace that this is attainable not 
alone by first concluding the present 
war but also by concluding the kind 
of peace which wilt pave the way for 
a permanent peace.
